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KAISER WILHELM. 


The English Papers Filled With 
Eulogies of Germany's 
Ruler. 


Reception of the Imperial Party 
by Queen Victoria. 


Infermal Iaterview Between the Em- 
perer and the English Premier — Lord 


Salisbury’s German Policy to Be Upheld 
By the Oppesitien Leaders—Opening of 
the Imternatienal Medical Congress at 
Berlin—The Central American Troubles 
—A Colliery Disaster In France — The 
Panama Canal—Fereign News.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—All of this morning’s pa- 
pers printed editorials welcoming Emperor 
William to England, the journals vieing with 
one another in the fulsome eharacter of their 
eulogies of the imperial visitor. This sort of 
greeting is in marked contrast to the articles 
wherein the London press noticed the Kal- 
ser’s last visit to England and shows a re- 
markable change in the estimation in which 
he is held. On the former occasion the 
Kaiser did not visit London at all, but 
contented himself, as a matter policy, 
with reviewing the naval maneuvers 
off Spithead. Then he was strongly and quite 
reasonably suspected of baving allted himself 
with Prince Bismarck ina systematic plan to 
persecute his mother, toward whom the then 
Chancelior of the empire bad always been 
bitterly antagonistic, and the newspaper 
notices of his presence in Great Britain were 
anything but flattering to the ambitious and 
conceited monarch, Now there is nothing too 
flattering to be said of him and the truth un- 
doubtedly is that the friendiy articles 
are based on the realization that the friend- 
ship and co-operation of Germany have 
become absolutely necessary to Knzland. The 
coming interview between the Emperor and 
Lord Salisbury will be quite an informal 
affair, where colonial and diplomatic affairs 
will be discussed in an entirely unofiicial man- 
ner. 

THE EMPEROR’S ARRIVAL. 

The Hohenzollern, with Emperor William 
and Prince Henry an board, arrived at Cowes 
this morning from Ostend. As the Hohenzol- 
lern entered the harbor the Queen signaliied 
**welcome.’’ The Frinuce of Wales ang Duke 
of Connaught, on board the royal yacht 
Alberta, went to meet the German imperial 
party and convey the Hohenzollern to the 
landing stage, where a namber of other mem- 
bers of the royal family awaited the arrival 
of the Emperor. The landing was made 
amidst the fring of salutes. The Emperor 
was at once driven to Osborne House. He 
was received atthe entrance by the Queen, 
the Prince of Wales and the Duchess of 
Edinburgh. He wore the uniform ofa British 
Admiral. The band played the German and 
English anthems, 

SALISBURY’S GERMAN POLICY. 

Mr. John Morley has distinctly stated that 
the Opposition leaders will uphold. Lord 
Salisbury’s German policy, and Das further 
declared that the Liberals will offer no party 
opposition toany ofthe vital provisions of 
the agreement. — 

AN OLD RUMOR REVIVED. 

The rumoris again revived that Lord Hart- 
ington will marry the dowager Duches of Man- 
chester, and the statement is wade that the 
time has been setfor next April. The mar- 


riage will be the result of a mutual attach- 
ment of many years’ duration. 


Emperor William’s Liberality. 


Lowpow, Aug. 4.—In accordance with the 
orders of the Emperor of Germany, 1,000 sick 
children of Government employes will be 
sent for a holiday to the seashore. The Em- 
peror will personally defray the expense of 
the trip. 


International Medical Congress. 
BERLIN, Aug. 4.—The tenth International 


| Medical Congress opened in this city to-day. 


Herr Von Boetticher, Chief of the Imperial 
Home Office and representative of the Chan 
cellor; Herr Von Maltzahn, Imperial Treas. 
urer; Dr. Von Gossier, Kuasian Minister of 
Ecclesiastical Affairs, Instruction and Med lo- 
inal Affairs, and Herr Herrfurth, Prussian 
Minister of Interior, represented the German 
Government at the opening ceremony. Prof. 
Virchow, President of the congress, made the 
opening address. He expressed the Emperor’s 
sympathy with the objects of the con- 
gress and said that Germany would devote 
herself to science and humane efforts. Two 
thousand five hundred German and 2,500 for- 
elgn doctors, including 500 physicians from 
Americaare present. Herr Von Boetticher 
made an address welcoming the delegates on 
behalf of the German States and Dr. Von Goss- 
er welcomed them on behalf of the educa- 
tional department. An address welcoming 
the delegates to Berlin was made by the 
Burgomaster ofthe city. Dr. Hamilton, Sur- 
geon-Generail of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, who was Secretary of the 
Congress held last year at Washington, and 
others made speenhbes in response to the ad- 
dress of welcome. 


The Panama Canal. 

PANAMA, July 25.—The only Intelligence con- 
cerning canal matters that has been received 
is to the effect that negotiations with the Co- 
lombian government are going on smvothiy. 
Meantime Lieut. Wyse’s engineers are push- 
ing on their preparations here for an early 
resumption of work. Their careful examina- 
tion of the condition of the plant bas resulted 
very eatisfactorily,everything being in as good 
it not better preservation and order than 
could have been reasonably expected. The 
greatest trouble and delay in recommencing 
work will therefore not be due to the condi- 
tion of the plant, but of the works, which are 
oven over completely by nature’s green 
mantie. 


Ceatral Americas Affairs. 

New York, Aug. 4—The Herald's Washbing- 
tom correspondent says the State Department 
has received a dispatch from Lansing k. 
Mizner, United States Minister resident in 
Central America, stating that he was at a 
place calied Menton, in Guatemala, and that 
he was in communieation with the command.

Trouble in Samos. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. &—Advices from 
Apia, Samoa, are to the effeet that there is 
great dissatisfaction with the Government by 
the Board of Consuis who represent England, 
Germany and the United States at Apia. The 
delay in the appointment of a Chief Justice 
and President of the Municipal Board by the 
three powers has left the islands under 
the care of the consuls too long. Another 
civil war is feared. Malietoa wants Wm. 
Blacklock, formeriy United States Consul 
bere, appointed as his adviser, and will bring 
the matter before the Consular Board. The 
only man-of-war here is the Mohican of the 
United States navy. 


The Behring Sea Contreversy. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. (.— Latest advices 
from England in reference tothe Behring Sea 
dispute state that several important mod!ifica- 
tions have been made ia the claim set up by 
the United States within the past few days 
which will meet the views of the British and 
Canadian authorities aud hasten a settlement 
of the dispute. 


Brutal Treatment of Christians. 


ATHENS, Aug. 4.—At Allasono the trerstment 
of Christians by Turks since the declaration 
of martial law has been most brutal. Twenty 
notablesat Statista have been beaten and 200 
inhabitants of Anaslitza tortured to secure 
money. 


Fxplosion of Fire- Damp. 


Panis, Auge. 4.—Another explosion of fire- 
damp has occurred ina coal pit at St. Et- 
lenne. One hundred and fifteenof the men 
employed in the pit succeeded in making 
thelrescape uninjured. Five others were se- 
riously hurt. 


The Argentine Trouble, 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—At the request of the Ger- 
man government Engiand has ordered one 
of her men-of-war now at Buenos Ayres to 
protect the interests of the Germ pe residing | 
im that city.

CHICAGO AND THE FAIR, 


How Chicago Came Near Losing the Celum- 
bus Quadri-Centennial,. 


This morning R. C. Kerens returned to the 
city from a trip to Chicago and the East. In 
reply to a question in regard to the World’s 
Fair, Mr. Kerens said: ‘‘At present matters 
seem to be on a reasonably satisfactory basis, 
but foratime things looked very blue. The 
way in which the Chicago City Council 


acted was an excellent example of 
how such an affair ought not to 
be managed. The delay, wrangle and squabbie 
about the site was little less than disgraceful, 
and not afew were of the opinion that there 
was a strong effort being made to make 
money dishonestiy. The action, or rather the 
wantof action, on the part of the Chicago 
authorities disgusted everyone. It not only 
attracted attention in this city, but was most 
unfayorabip commented upon abroad. The 
French papers contained several scornful 
criticisms of the manner in which 
affairs in regard to the site were being con- 
ducted, which had entirely too much truth fa 
them. It would be hard to say bow the ques- 
tion In regard to the site would have been de- 
cided haa not the City Council been reminded 
that Congress was still in session and Might 
change the location of the fair. Now, how- 
ever the matter is settied. The Permanent 
Committee accepted the site offered within 
an hour after the ;choice was made. 
A plan of classification has 
been prepared fand when once fairly 
started work can proceed very rapidly. The 
Chicago committee is composed of excelient 
material, put the city authorities took a 
course which if persisted in would probably 
have led tothe Fair being taken away from 
Chicago. I see that there is some question 
of the constitutionality of the act of the Legis. 
lature in regard to the fair and this may lead 
to complications. With this exception mat- 
ters seem now to be established on ua satisfac- 
tory basis, but if Congress had knowa what 
the Chicago city fathers would do the result 
ofthe vote would in all likelihood have been 


different. 


A STREET BATTLE. 


Conflict Between Italians and Negrees in 
South St. Louis. 


A fight took place about 6 o’clock last even- 
ing between a number of negroes and Italians 
on Courtois street, near the Missouri Pacific 
Rallway track. The fight lasted nearly two 


hours and blood flowed freely from combat- 


sides. What was the 
exact cause of the battle is at present un- 
known, but it is said dy some that it 
was due to an Italian named Romall striking 
n nero in the Devii’s Retreat saloon. The 
Italians, men, women and children, formed 
into a line and marched in the yard of the 
old rock house, on Courtois street, and began 
to storm the place, Ks were 
thrown in all directions and with 
no exact precision, as quite a number 
of lookers- on suffered from scaip wounds aad 
other slight injuries from being struck with 
the rocks. Walle the Itallaas were at work 
trying to force the colored residents out, a 
huge crowd of negroes approached the en- 
raged Italians from the rear. Stones, 
knives, razors and revolyers came into 
play. Fully three thousand pe ple 
witnessed the fight. While it was rag- 
ing Police OMeer James Forristel was made 
acquainted with the facts and burried over to 
the scene. The fighters heard that an officer 
was coming and they b astily beat à retreat, 
taking refuge in yards and houses. Quite a 
number were seriously cut.

All of the committeemen 
have expressed the opinion that the party 
will roll up an old time majority, but 
at the same time say is will 
be necessary to make an earnest, aggressive 
campaign. Funds will be needed to defray 
expenses and the candidates and wealthy 
Democrats with the Interests of the “party at 
heart will be expected to give up some of 
tbeir resources to that end.

CAMP MEETINGS DEFENDED, 


Leaders at Camp Marvin Agree That Much 
Usefal Work Was Done. 


The statement recently made by Mr. E. O. 
Stanard that he considered that the Metho- 
dist camp meeting has outlived its usefull- 
ness’’ is exciting considerable comment in 
religious circles. The Governor stated as the 
reasons for such a belief thatthe camp meet- 
ing of to-day is always attended by malarious 
influences; that the simplicity amounting 


almost to austerity which characterized the 
old-time camp meeting has given way to a 
new dispensation of luxury~—Brussels carpets 
where once nature’s carpet was in vogue, 
easy chairs, sofas and all the appurtenances 
of ease and comfort which are not conducive 
tothe maintenand® of the proper deres of 
religious fervor and enthusiam. He aleo 
spoke of the seeming lack of reverence shown 
by numerous attendants who were bent solely 
upon having a pienic in such openness as to 
to be ‘*discouraging to the saint and erp, Hm 

ernicious example to the Sinner.“ He 
amented the decadence of the old 
custom of utilizing the camp- meeting 
asa medium for the interchange of ideas, 
religious, social and even political. He re- 
ferred to camp Marvin by such inference as to 
leave no doubt as to hig having that particu- 
lar meeting in mind. 

A representative of the Post-DISPATCH 
called upon several of the most prominent 
leaders of the recent meeting this morning. 
with a view to securing their views upon the 
subject. . 

Dr. Matthews, pastor of the Centenary 
Methodist Church, corner Sixteenth and Pine, 
said he did not consider that the camp-meet- 
ing bad ceased to be of use. The particular 
alm of the camp meeting of to-day, ’’he said, 
has undergone a marked change from that 
ot old. The attempt at conversion of souls is 
not made to such an extent now, 
but they are developing more 
and more into educative assembiies. 
Hence the religious fervor and wonderful 
enthusiasm of the old-time camp-meeting 
are lacking, as the Governor says; but the 
benefitisjust as great as ever, because the 
most vital topics ofthe day—temperance re- 
forms of all sorts, education, ste. —are 
dwelled upon and handled by the finest 
minds of the country. am a great 
believer in the force of the 
presentation ot facts by speaking 
and there is no agent as powerful for the dis- 
semination of truth, particularily the old or- 
thodox truth, such as Itry to preach, as the 
camp meeting of to-day for thatreason. You 
know, too, thatthe religion of to-day lacks 
the convicting power that the old 
orthodox religion had; the newspa- 
pers, the magazines, all the literature 
of the day endeavors to suppress the 
orthodox religion and give us the new and 
now prevailing form of belief. Sol believe in 
the camp-meeting, as it gives us of the old 
school a chance to whack back at them. 

ORTHODOXY AIDED. 

*‘‘Isaw no great display of worldliness at 
Camp Marvin, as those attending were almost 
all church-going peuple and came out for 
the good of their souls. We've made 
some conversions, too, though not many. 
But I recall camp meetings of forty years ago 
where no better results were obtained. You 
see, we feliows at a camp meeting are about 
like fellows fishing, sometimes we catch a 
Ane eight, ten-pound trout, and then we 
catch a gar, and maybe once in a while some 
thine else. 

‘*l1 think, with all respect for Gov. Stanard’s 
opinion, that the camp meetings of to-day 
are just as beneficial, just as conducive to eul- 
tivation ofthe spiritual mature, just as or- 
derly and well conducted, and altogether as 
profitable as they ever were. 

STILL AN AGENT FOR GOOD. 

Mr. J. P. Beogher was seen and expressed 
himself as follows: 'I can understand how 
such criticisms in regardto ourcamp meeting 
can be made, for you know that where the 
Lord is the devil comes also. For instance, 
there was a saioonkeeper who, having al- 
cense to sell tobacco and * refreshments 
planted himself just outside our fence and 
proceeded to dispose of his stock. We ot 
course compelled him toretire. Our meet- 
ing was chsracterized by a great deal of 
ernest sincerity and enthusiasm for religion. 
lagree thatthe observance of conventional- 
ity has ina measure had an effect, but the 
camp meeting is still the great foster- 
ing agent for the church, and 
the spirit of devotion snd devoutness 
is just as strong and active to-day as it ever 
was. There were more tents on the ground 
this year than we have had for five years, and 
It ine weather had not been so bot and the 
dust so intolerable we would have had, I 
think, more people than were ever in at- 
tendance before. do not consider 
that the camp meeting of to-day 
is in a state of decadence and hold that just as 
much good is done and work for God accom- 
plished as ever in the history of tbe churoh.“ 

Other prominent memders were also seen. 
The concensus of opinion was decidediy an- 
tagonistic to Gov. Stanard’s views, and while 
they admit bis remarks to be true, they hold 
that despite the present tendency to take ad- 
Vantage of the good things of life, and a 
disposition to embrace the opportunity for 
spiritual growth with less austerity and more 
conveniences, thespirit of the Lord is still 
abroad in the land, and particularly at camp- 
meetings.

A Fight te Be Waged by the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Unier Against the 
Granting et the Privilege te Anyorne—

The scramble for the Forest Park saloon and 
the desire of so many different persons to ges. 
the priv lleges has brought the matter to the 
attention of city officials in a light that was 
never thrown out before. 

This change of view has been in a measure 
the result of the active opposition on the part 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union . 
to the selling of liquor within the limits of the 
park. 

As wany of the oilty officials ss were left in 
the City Hall efter the general exodus to the 
excursion were asked on what law, statute or 
ordinance the city permitted the sale of 
liquors in the park. There were none of them 
who could explain how the Council got 
the power it has in that respeod 
nor how it was taken out of the 
hands of the Board of Pubiic Improvements. 
The ordinances grauting the rights have evo- 
luted somewhat in the course of years. As 
first they were to lease the buildings, but they 
gradually changed until now they are to lease 
the privileges and mention liquors and solid 
refreshments. Whbat right the Council had to 
permit this sale to go on is not known. 
and there is no legal enact- 
ment covering the point and the 


whole business hus beep done on a sort of 
general principles“ manner. For a time 
the Board of Pablic Improvements had charge 
of the whole business, but it finally got into 
the hands of the Municipal Assembiy and the 
lease In consequence was let under a sem. 
political arran,ement for whatever sum the 
bidder might think proper. 
THERE IS AN ORDINANCE 

passed by the Assembiy protecting the saloon 
in the park from the encroachments of out- 
sidergand giving it a monopoly of the buai- 
ness. This ordinance makes the following 
provision: 

No saloon shall hereafter be established, 
opened or located in an 1 or on any 
lot of ground within feet of Lafayette, 
Tower Grove, O' Fallon, Carondelet and For- 
est parks, provided, that this provision shall 
not apply to any premises within the 

rohibited distance, on which a saloon bas 

een conducted within the past five years.’

O. T. U. ts preparing a number o 
tions requesting that no saloons be allowed 
in the park. These petitions will be circulated 
among the business men and throughout the 
residence portion of the city by members of 
the society, with the expectation of getting a 
large number of signatures, The petitions, 
with the signatures attached, will be sent to the 
President of the Council with the resolutions 
prepared by the W. C. T. U., which were pub- 
lished In the last SUNDAY PoOst- DISPATCH. 
They expect that this will, perhaps, have an 
influence on the question, showing that popnue 
lar opinion is against euch a proceeding. 

F. H. INGALLS,

RAIN PROMISED. 


A PREDICTION THAT IS VERY IMPORTANT 
TO ST. LOUIS IF TRUE- 


Thousands of Deliars Damage te Creps in 
Misseuri and Other States Caused by the 
Leng Dreuth—Desperate Conditien of 
Farmers in lowa—One Hundred Thous- 
and Acres of Wheat Destroyed-—In the 
Ne-Rain Belt. 


There is a prediction of rain and cooler 
weather hanging over St. Louis to-day. 

No responsibility for this prediction attaches 

Itisa manufacture for which the Signal 
Service in general aud Private Heck in partic- 
ular must be charged. 

The weather prophets of the Post-DISPATCH 
are not disposed to accept it in its entirety. 
Cooler weather may come; the weather of St. 
Louis very frequently does get cooler. 

But rain. 

There ie the difficulty. One might guess 
rain for almost any day in an ordinary year and 
get 75 per cent on his hazarding, but this 16 
summer when rain guesses are not valuable 
stock. A prediction of rain followed by a 
cloudless sky and super-heated sunshize is 
injurious to a prophet’s reputation. 

It is for that reason the weather corps of 
this paper refuses to indorse all that the 
propbet in the dome of the Custom-house has 
risked. , 

The rain problem is becoming a serious mat- 
ter inthe country. Yesterday when a local 
shower tickled the leaves in the western por- 
tion of the city, men, women ahd children got 
out of doors and stood without shelter to be 
rained on. They needed the shower as much 
as the plants, and how much the plants 
needed it a view of the stunted, faded, with- 
ered stocks in the market stalis will tell. 

LAST WEEK IN MISS OURI.

100,000 Acres of Wheat Ruined. 


ST. Faul, Minn., Aug. 4.—Fuller accounts 
of the damage done in Manitoba by the storm 
Friday night have been received and show the 
loss tothe wheat crop tobe greater than at 


frst reported. At Delorain, 200 miles south 
of Winnipeg, the ball belt is said to have been 
four townships wide, narrowing down toa 
mile and a balf as it proceeded eastward, 
leaving destruction in its wake. One hundred 
thousand acres of wheat bave been totally 
rained. 

The hot weather of the last week has had a 
bad effect on the crops in Minnesotaand both 
the Dakotas. In South Dakota wheat is al- 
most narvested. The hot winds of two weeks 
ago did it much damageand not as large a 

ropostion as usual will grade Nos.1 and 2. 
The corns crop may be said to be, with the ex- 
ception of the southern portion of this 
county, almost completely ruined and snot 
over 16 to 20 per cent of a crop is now In sigbt. 
Indications point to a light yield im North 
Dakota, exceptin the counties bordering on 
the Red River. No harvesting will be done 
before the middie of next week. During the 
last ten days the outlook has changed greatly 
for the worse. 


Everything Dried Out. 


DAVENPORT, Io., Aug. 4.—Iowa has suffered 
from drouth for five summers, Dut not one 
has equalied the present season. This drouth, 
which began in June, has rendered the flelds 
in Eastern Iowa dry and barren. The corn 
crop is a fallure, the farmers egcarcely getting 
fodder out of it. Ihe Iowa, Cedar, Maquuksta 
and Wapsipimicorn Rivers are alinost dry. 
There is no pasturave for stock, and cattie 
have to be fed as in midwinter. There will be 
great distress in the State if rain does not fall 
soon. 


Corn Burning Up. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 4.—The only coun- 
ties In Llilinois reporting rain during the past 
week are Fulton, Logan, Schuyler, Piatt, 
Cumberland, Iroquois, Marshall and Taze- 
well. Corn is burning up in the center of the 


State and is suffering in the southern coun- 
tles. The report from Clinton County is, no 
corn, no pasture, no potatoes. Other coun- 
ties report equal failures on account of the 
lack of rain. The temperature has been above 
the normal throughout the State. 


Wilting on the Vines. 


JOPLIN, Mo., Aug. 4.—Since June 16 the 
rainfall has been half aninch. Prairie corn 
will not make halfacrop. Fruit will be of in- 
ferior quality, and vegetables are scarce, 


Grapes are wilting on the vines. Along the 
Spring River Valley there has been showers 
and the crops will be heavier, but the belt is 
small. 


But Ne Prospect of Rain. 


BURLINGTON, Io., Aug. 4.—Crops, according 
to telegraphic reports from along the lines of 
railway, are suffering greatly for want ot rain. 
A general rain of half an inch to-day would 
save the farmers of lowa $100,000 at the lowest 
estimate. There is little chance of any rain, 
however.

He 
is not the only one of our statesmen who 
has more brains than backbone and cares 
more for party than for principle.

THE DATE NOT KNOWN. 
PROBABILITY THAT KEMMLER’S ¥XECU- 
TION WILL TAKE PLACE WEDNESDAY. 


The Preparations Fully Made—Ne Invita- 
tious for Witnesses dent Out as Yet—The 
Deomed Man in Geod Spiritse—Newsps per 
Reporters Flocking te Auburn—A Chat 
With Supt. Barnes. ö 


AUBURN, N. T., Aug. 4.— The preparations 
tor the Kemmler execution have been fully 
made and, unless all indications fail, the con- 
demned murderer will ate this week from an 
electric shock, as required in his sentence. 
The dynamo is in good working order 
and the electrical engineer in charge 
says that all will work well and that Kemmler 
will be killed as soon as the current is turned 
on. The sentence says that he must die this 
week, but is has not been definitely deter- 
mined what Cay it will occur. The law re- 
quires that the Sheriff give the witnesses 
who are to attend the execution 
three days’ notice, and these will likely 


be issued to-day. It ls believed that unless 
there is some interference, that Kemmler will 
— placed in the deadly chair Ihursday or Fri - 
ay. 
Kemmler appeared in good spirits yesterday 
and ate three big meals. Since he embraced 
religion he has spent a large part of his time 
in prayer. Representatives of all the New 
York City daily papers are here, but under 
the terms of the law they will find nt dificult 
getting inside the walls on the day of the exe- 
cution. Only two newspaper representatives 
can be admitted and they will go in as jurors. 
A STORY EXPLODED. 

Warden Durston exploded this morning the 
story sent out ata late hour last night that 
the mysterious delegation, presumably com- 
posed of the witnesses of the kliling of Kemm- 
ler, arrived on a special train at midnight and 
had been hurried into prison. The warden 
was not in town.last night. When he re- 
turned on the train this morning, he said 
that no invitations had yet been issued. As 
the law requires three days’ notice to be 
xiven the witnesses, this would appear to 
ipdicate that the execution will not occur 
before Thursday. Kemmer is reported to be 
in good health and fair spirits to-day. 

The highest authority to-day asserts that 
Kemmer is not sick, insane or coliapsed. He 
sits and waits, and he does it with as much 
and as little of trepidation as a map of his 
mental and physical caliber might be expected 
to experience, He isin suspense. So is every 
one. 

There is nothing else to do. Mean- 
time rumors may multiply. Thus far there 
seems to be no reason’ to repeat them. The 
man isto be executed. The man who decides 
when, has not spoken. The situation has 
the week for its boundary, and there 
is all there is of it. The legal question 
cited in these dispatches last night is 
being carefully thought about here, some 
with curious interest, others with a quiet pur- 
pose to reach a conclusion. The question 
secms very simple: Iisa form of sentence 
valid wiich gives one man the power to make 
it inoperative by delaying the execution of 
the a Pe until the last day of the 
designated seven and which, under general 
law, is no day in the eye of the law.

An Interview With Supt, Barnes. 


ROCHESTER, N. I., Aug. 4.—A Post-Hxprese 
reporter had an interview With Supt. Barnes 
Saturday night in relation to the prospective 
execution of Kemmler. It was as follows: 

Do you think the execution will be carried 


out, said the reporter. 

**IT think it will,“ replied Mr. Barnes. 

Do you expect that the apparatus will 
work effectually?’’ 

As an electrician, Ihave no doubt that it 
will, No electrician who understands the 
subject and knows wat the apparatus is can 
doubt that it will KI him. 

‘*What size wire will be used for conveying 
the current from the dynamo to the cbhair?’’ 

„Au ordipary electric ight wire. 

Is the dynamo that is to generate the elec- 
tricity similar to those used for electric 
lighting purposes?’’ 

„No. The electric light current is contin- 
nous, whilethatto be used or Kémmler is 
alternating, The dynamo is different. The 
alternating current reverses its direction with 
wonderful rapidity. It is not the amount, but 
the intensity of the electric current that has 
the killing power. 

Do you mean to say thatthe current that 
will kill him will go back and forth through 
bim several hundred times?’’ 

„es. 

‘*‘What comparison does the current you 
will use beat to that ofan incandescent elec- 
tric light?’ 

„The incandescent light is sixteen candle 
power, about 180 volts. We will have 800 
volts power inthe dynamo at Auburn. Buta 
100 volt current is what will be turned on.’’ 

„Do you think he will suffer any from the 
shock?’’ 

No. The electrode will be applied to his 
skull and spinal column in such a way that 
the ourrent will paralyze the brain instautly 
and destroy ull sensation. In order to feel 
any pain the sensation must be carried te the 
brain by the nerves.’’ 

Do you think there will be any break of 
the skin?’’ 

„„We hope not. If there should be the 
papers would make sucha iuss over it. We 
think that we have provided against that. 

Did you ever get a shock of electricity 
yourse#i?’’ 

‘*Yes. Butlecannot stand any amount. I 
was knocked insensibie by an accidental cur- 
rent once. The apparatus at the office got 
out of order one night and I was called to see 
what was the trouble, There was an insulat- 
ed handle that I should bave used, but I had 
a trick of running my finger along the edge of 
the machine to feel the current, and this time 
it knocked me down as though I had heen 
crossed by an electric wire. Iiay on the floor 
insensibie for ashort time when Sam Bemish 
came up-stairsto see what was the matter 
with the alarm and found me there.“ 

Did you feel any pain?’’ 

Not much. It was a kind of a choking sen 
sation as if lcould not catch my breath. 1 
got over it in a few minutes. 

Jou conducted the experiment at Auburn 
some weeks ago when the oaif was killed by 
the dynamo?’’ 

Les. When we were fixing the electrodes 
on him he struggled and kicked and there 
was an air of wonder on his face. When we 
turned on the current he died so quicg that 
not a change took place in his features. His 
eves cid not close or a muscle quiver, and 1 
could scarcely believe be was dead. When 
we took the current off he wilted as if every 
bone in his body was broken. 

Have you ever met Kemmiler?’’

If I had a carpenter 
I would have to pay him 38.50 a day, instead 
of $2.50, and he would do just exactly what 
Ahearn is doing. Ihave found his work sat- 
isfactory and so has Taylor. He is a more 
useful man, in fact, than an outsider would 
be, for he bas been in the schools a number 
of years and knows the desks in the different 
bulldings, so when anything is to be done he 
can goand do it alone; whereas, if had a 
man whois not familiar with the buildiags I 
would haveto go with him myself or send 
someone to show him-what to do, and there 
would be two men’s time to pay for.“ 

So it seems that the incompetent janitor is 
an expert desk repairer and job carpenter 
though he does not draw full pay. The boar 
has many queer acts to answer for, and this is 
one more added to the list. 


AN ARISTOCKATIC SCRAPEGRACE, 


Emile Fancher de St. Maurice, Alias De Foy, 
Arrested for Barglary. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—De Foy, the leader of 
the dumb walter gang. who was arrested 
with his accomplices for many burglariés in 
Capt. Grant’s precinct, was arraigned yester- 
day, charged with burglary in the second 
degree. De Foy and his companions, Allard 
and Lemoine, were held in $3,000 ball. Mra. De 
Foy wasalso held. A Montreal gentieman 
now stopping at the Grand Hotel, knows 


De Foy well and says he moved in the best 
circles of Montreal during his early lite. 
His real name is Emile Fancher 
De St. Maurice, and his father 
was at one time high constable of that city. 
Young St. Maurice was a wild youth and in 
bis early days caused a good deal of trouble to 
his father as well as to his other relatives, 
who compose the cream of the French Cana- 
dian aristocratic circles. It ig further said 
that St. Maurice had a decided penchant for 
actresses and Montreal still remembers his 
gay supper parties. He left Montreai sudden- 
ly after his education had been completed ina 
military school, the intention of his parents 
being to place bim in the English army. 
What the circumstances were that caused 
the young man to leave the home of his 
parents has never been thoroughly made 
known, butitis thought that this possibly 
may have been the beginning of his criminal 
career.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 4.—Charles McCaffrey, 
the bridge jumper,made a fatal leap yesterday 
afternoon. He was a Canadian, who came to 
Boston two years ago and attracted attention 
by making several daring jumps, the most 
notable of which was from the iron work of 
the Broadway extension bridge, a distance of 
100 feet. He had proposed to Aeronaut Rogers 


to make parachute leaps throughout the 
country, and when within 400 feet of the 
water to let go. Rogers wnted to satisfy 
himself that McCaffrey had the nerve to 
jump 100 feet, and the jumper wasto be put 
to the test. About one thousand people 
gathered on the Dover street bridge to see 
him do it. He became impatient because 
Rogers did notcome, so he cilmbed a derrick 
on the wharf, jumped seventy-five feet and 
swam to Fort Point and back. Rogers arrived 
and was dissatisfied with this, so McCaffrey 
went with him to East Boston to the yard of 
the Atiantic Co. The jumper ran up the spars 
like a squirrel to a distance of 130 feet and in- 
stantly jumped. He lost his control, turned 
over and lit flat on his back. His body did 
not return to the surface, and ithas not yet 
been found.

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Fifty members ofthe Lower House take two 
beths daily and nearly every Congressmen 
gets his tub at Uncle Sam's expense during 
the hot weather. Ben LeFevre ef Ohio used 
tospend about half his time in tne bath tub 
during the summer, and be is one of the few 
Congressmen who get fat on the Russian 
bath. There are nine bath-tubs in the base 
ment under the house, and each bath-room 
is as big as the ordinary hotel bedroom. The 
tubs are immense and Tom Reed or George 
Barnes, or any of the fattest men in Congress 
can roll about In them without grazing their 
elbews ortheir knees. Some of these tubs 
are of marble and in one of them Reagen was 
bathing when he was called up to vote on the 
Morrisor bill. He came up in a blanket. 

Some members have a bath just before 
speaking. It makes one feel like anew man 
and when they get on the floor instead of feel- 
ing hot and tired, they start off as fresh asa 
daisy.

dressed in nothing but a towel, sitting in the 
steam room and drinking cold water until the 
perspiration runs down their cheeks and of 
their backs in rivuiets.

After they have been well rubbed 
down and sprayed off with cold water they 
come out at peace with themselves and all the 
world.

A HEAVY LOSS. 


Half the Business Portion of What Cheer, 
Ie. „ Burned, 


Des Mornes, Io., Aug. 4.—Fire early yester- 
day morning destroyed one-halfthe business 
portion and forty residences of What Cheer, 
Io. The fire originated at W. B. Armstrong’s 
meat market, and is supposed to have been 


the work of an incendiary. The alarm was 
sounded shortly after midnight, and the 
flames were not under control until 8 o' clock. 
The Fire Department was powerless because 
of lack of water, and nothing saved the entire 
north half ot the town except a change in the 
direction.of the wind. From Broadway, three 
blocks north on both sides ot Barnes street, 
overything was swept away, including the 
Opera-house, Crescent Supply store, the 
Harlem & Parrott block, the buildings occu- 
pied by J. H. Leathers and T. H. Funk, gen- 
eral merchants, and many other business 
houses. At least forty residences were 
burned. The largest losers are: J. M. Barnes, 
Dr. Haggin, J. H. Leathers, Ed Goetscher, 
F. W. Funk and J. H. Robinson; the Presby- 
terlan Chureh was also destroyed. The total 
loss is estimated at $100,000.

This Beautiful and Interesting Flewer Has 
Been Kuown Since 1573. 


Of all our summer flowers none can compare 
in stateliness with the hollyhock. If the rose 
is queen, then this dignified and commandisg 
plant is her chief marshal in the border. 
Rising each year from its green base, it at- 
tains early in July a height of from six to 
eight feet, and begins to open along its fine 
rosette stem the beautiful flowers which add 


so much to the brightness of our gardens. 
Their colors are very pure, ranging all the 
way from white tothe darkest crimson, and 
including seme fine shades of yellow. On the 
whole the single and baif-deuble ones are the 
most picturesque as they are the most deli- 
cate, though the massive blossoms of the very 
deuble ones convey more fully the idea of 
masculine —_ „Wen full grown, in 
strong soll, the plant will reach a height of 
eight or nine feet, and is of royal appearance 


indeed. 
The hollyhock, as everyone knows, says the 
Boston Transcript, is one ofthe oldest inhab- 
itants—our grandmothers knew it weil. It 
has, in fact, been in use in Europe since 1573, 
when it was introduced to occidental gardens 
from its old home in China. Though, strictiy 
speaking, a biennial, the hollyhoek (altha 
rosea) may, by attention to drain winter 
covering, etc., and especially by the division 
of the root, be made to continue indefinitely. 
It needs deep soil to do its best, for itisa 
strong feeder and does not mind ail the sun- 
shine you can spare so long as you keep ite 
feet cool and moist. The greatest enjoy- 
ment of the fower comes probably to those 
who raise it froom the seed of blooms fertil- 
ized and crossed by the bees in their own gar- 
dens. 

The tnaumerable surprises whieh come 
from such seed are asource of interest which 
few perhaps comprehend who have not tried 
the experiment. Those pro ing to doso 
should lay the foundation by sowing the best 
seed procurable—both single and double.

VIGOROUSLY DISPUTED, 


The [Alleged Discovery of Maj. Andre's 


Sword by Bo Reipe. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Aug.4.—The story that Relpe, 
who keeps a boat-house on the Passaic, has 
found Maj. Andre’s sword in his vineyard, is 
vigorously disputed by Mr. G. J. Green of 
this city, who says: ‘‘I was born within sight 
of the spot where Andre was captured. I have 
conversed with men who saw him hanged and 
have «athered for publication many in- 
cidents in regard to this tragic affair, 
and nearly forty years ago wrote 
a blegraphy of his captors and married the 


granddaughter of one ot them. I think I ma 
assume to speak with some autboritv when 
pronounce this whole thing a canard. Ido 
not doubt the finding of a sword marked ‘Maj. 
John Andre’ and all that, for I knew of an- 
other sword marked ina similar way found 
about forty years ago ina much more appro- 
priate piace than Avondale, which is tweive 
miles from Tappantowan, the place where he 
was hanged. Ihat sword was sold to a trav- 
ling Englishman who was picking up Andre 
relics tor a large sum and this one will be 
licked — by somebody who has more money 
— brains. In the first place, Maj. Andre did 
mot have any sword when he was captured 
mor uniform of any kind except what might 
be called an undress military coat, and this 
was covered up with a woolen overcoat with 
three capes, was much too large for him and 
ofatawny color, having never been dyed. He 
ad also a pair of military boots, and these, 
with bis ruffled sleeves and bosom, excited 
the suspicion of his captors. They hardly 
thought it possible that such a fine shirt and 
air of boots on such a fine morning need to 
housed under such a dingy overcoat. I 
looked at the coat fifty years ago, and if it 
looked to them alf as it did to me—moth- 
eaten and solled—I think their suspicions were 
well tounde d.

® PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 4.—Over one-sixth 
of the crews of that part of the Haytien navy 
now lying im this port for repairs, have de- 
serted and one-fourth of them have been 
Caught and are in irons on the gunboat 
Jacmel at Neafe & Levy’s shipyard. The 
foree of the two boats, Dessalines and Jacmel, 
ig 110 men, Officers and crew, inclading the 


admiral. Nine men have deserted from the 
Dessolines and eleven from the Jacmel. Six 
from the latter were arrested. Every fireman 
on the Jaemel has run away. They ciaim that 
they were treated harshly. The nine men 
from the Dessalines, it is said, will 
not be caught. They have run off to Boston, 
New Lors and Baitimore. About a month 
ago a mutiny occurred on the Dessalines. An 
engineer, a quartermaster and two firemen 
reiused to work. Admiral Killick had them 
sent to prison for fifteen days, and then 
be charged them $55 each, accorJing to their 
story, saying that was what the prison ot. 
ficiais here charged for keeping them. They 
will not mutiny again. The Dessalines is now 
lying at Mill's Ship-yard at Camden, Where a 
propeller was put on yesterday. The repairs 
are nearly finished and in less than a month 
the war craft of the land of Hippolyte will be

Morrow Yesterday's Athietics, 


HE baseball sea-

game is in a less healthy 

conditon than im any 

mid-season for several 

years past. The Asso- 

ciation isin fairly good 

condition. Robbed: of 

two of its best cities, 

Brooklyn and COlincin- 

nati, and deserted by 

Baltimore and Kansas 

City, it looked very 

much as though the As- 

sociation was dead, es- 

pecially as three out of 

the four remaining clubs had lost some of 

their best players. But August finds 

eight clubs still in the circult and seven 

fairly in the fight. The Brooklyn Club has 

not proved a success, but the other three clubs 

have all done well, and Rochester very well. 

Of the old clubs Louisville has been shaken up 

and revived and instead of crawling along in 

the rear bas a strong lead. The local team 

opened up poorly and bas done both goed and 

bad work since. Since the introduction of 

new blood from Detroit the Browns have, 

however, struck a winning gait, and they are 

now on their way home from a tour which has 

been phenomenally successful. If Capt. Cam- 

pean can keep up the present form St. Louis 
wiliseon be occupying front piace. 

There was a time when base ball was a 
paying busluess. It is so no longer and under 
the present order of Brotherhood and League 
it never can be. In the entire circuits of 
both Leagues there are but two clubs that pro- 
fess to be making money. These are the Bos- 
ton and Chicago Piayors’ League teams. 
The managers ofthe Boston team claim thus 
tar to have made $20, 000 over 
the running expenses, which is ge- 
cidedly a doubtful statement, aad the 
Chicago people claim to be just a iittle 
ahead.“ None of the Piayers’ teams ciaim 
to have earved a cent, and they would be 
laughed at ifthey did. The League clubs 
Openly acknowledge tbat they are losing 
money, and they began the seuson with that 
expectation. Aside from the two mentioned 
above, money is being lost in every city of 
the Brotherhood eircait, and the Brotherhood 
managers do not deny it. 

Allowing then that the Boston club is $20,000 
ahead of the season, and that the Chicago 
club is just a littie ahead what do their profits 
amount to? The whole thing isa pool, they 
say, and the profits of ome club go to make up 
the losses ofanether. How many losses such 
as the Buffalo, Pittsburg and Cleveland clubs 
have sustained can be wiped out by the 
Boston club’s $20,000? It is easily seen then 
that neither association is paying ex- 
penses out of turastile roceeds and 
that it is not possibie for the 
two leagues to exist as their circults 
are now arranged, and have both or either 
make money. There is not room for them; 
there are not the people tosupport them. 
Almost every conceivable measure has been 
adopted by the rival leagues to attract paying 
crowdsto their games, butallof them have 
failed. Informer years it cost money to see 
base ball; now itcan be seen for nothing. On 
the boards of the national gome the sign has 
been changed from ‘‘Positively no free list“ 
to A pin, a pin, a poppy show; give me a pin 
and I’lilet you go. Wherein former years 
it was almost impossible to get fase ball 
passes now they can be had almost for 
the asking. Hotel clerks deal them out in 
blocks of five, ten or any other number that 
is required, and in some cities they may be 
bad from policemer on the corners. And with 
all these free tickets the atteundanoe at games 
this year between thetwo leagues does not 
average up any more than it did last season 
with but one organization in the field. The 
attendance figures given out by the different 
clubs are so shamefully swelied that everyone 
knows them to be padded. 

The race in both leaguesso far has been 
close and interesting, the leaders frequently 
changing places. But the Brotherhood has a 
white elephant at Buffalo and the National 
League at Pittsburg, and life is not all roses 
with either. 


Ease Ball Games Yesterday. 


Very little ball playing was done yesterday. 
At Syracuse the local team went out tothe 
grounds, and as the scheduled umpire de- 
clined to go, a local base ball crank was se- 


lected, and this gentlemar promptly declared 
the game forfeited to Syracuse by 9to 0, as 
the Louisville Club refused todefy the au- 
thorities and submit to certain arrest. 
The forieit is not at all likely 
to stand. At Buffalo the Browns and 
Rochesters practised in the presence of 3,000 
spectators, but before the hour for commenc- 
ing the game the police appeared and cleared 
the grounds. At Columbus the Athietics beat 
the home team by 7 to 3, and at the Long 
Island grounds Toledo disnosed of Brooklyn 
by ascore of 9 to 2.

LEIKAUF’S CONFESSION, 


An Innocent Man Suffering for the Crime 


Committed by Auvuether. 


SyraccsE, N. T., Aug. 4.—Louls Hoffman 
of this city, an editor of the Central Demokrat, 
returned Saturday from Rochester, whither 
he had gone to obtain further evidence of the 
guliltof Joseph Lelkauf, whose death in this 
city two years ago with a confession of mur- 
der on his lips has aroused a tardy interest in 
the cruel fate of the convict in the prison at 


Amberg, Bavaria, unjustly condemned for 
another’scrime. Mr. Hoffmann succeeded iu 
finding Heinrich Schmidt, a man who became 
the boon companion of Leikauf soon after bis 
arrival in this country. The evidence of the 
death-bed confession to the wife, now dead, 

is reinforced by the statement of Schmidt, 
who makes affidavitthat Leikauf revealed to 
him the whole story of the murder from be- 
ginning to end. The recital, Schmidt says, 
was for the most part voluntary. It was 
poured Into bis unwiiling ears by the haunted 
man under a solemn pledge ofsecrecy. Before 
it had been divulged Schmidt’s suspicions had 
been aroused by the conduct of his friend 

who could neither sleep nights or be bimself 
by himself by day. His life was bliguted by 
the guilty conscience he carried. After being 
frequentiy taxed with hiding a crime, he 
finally told the circumstances without reser- 
vation. This is the testimony which Mr. 
Hoffman obtained in Rochester, and on which 
the case will be pressed beforethe German 
authorities. 

The murder was brutally conceived and ex- 
ecuted, with the sole object of getting an un- 
fair share of the parental estate, consisting of 
afew paltry acres ot land. The victim was a 
step-brother, who had won the favor of the 
father. As Schmidt relates the story, a sister 
of Leikauf knew of the oerime before it was 
committed and of the innocence of the man 
finally sent to prison and innocently punished 
for it. It was the sister who wrote to Leikauf, 
addressing him py the name of West instead 
of Leikauf an occurrence that led to the im- 

ression that it was an alias. Thus far 
tt bas been impossibie to discover the name of 
the prisoner in the Amberg prison who has 
suffered for nine years for acrime he did not 
commit, This man was arrested on suspicion, 
Leikauf told Schmidt, because he happened to 
be in the vicinity of the murder and could not 
account for his presence. Of this fact Lei- 
kauf’s sister informed him after he had flea to 
this country. His life after his flight must, 
from >chmidt’s description, have been a hell 
on earth. *

TEXAS RAILROAD RATES. 


PEOBABLE ESTABLISHMENT OF A MORE 
FQUITABLE FREIGHT TARIFF. 


What Northern Texas Merchants Think of 
the Rallway and Gulf Routes as Regards 
Rates—St. Louis Certaln to Be a Gainer 
—Unsjust Discrimination That Will Be 
Stopped. 


In some quarters there seems to be an idea 
that the recént attempt of the steamship lives 
to get control of the Texas business will prove 
detrimental to the interests of St. Louis, 
said Robert E. Lockwood of Dallas, Tex., who 
is inthe city on business and is stopping at 
the Southern. IThere is no real basis for this 
belief, but, on the contrary, St. Louis mer- 
chants, and dealers, wholesale and retail, in 
Northern Texas, a section of the State in 
which I have a variety of interests, should 
be delighted at the turn things have 
taken. Ido not refer simply to the present 
rates, but toa change of policy on the part of 
the railroads which will be necessitated by 
increased water competition. 

ST. LOUIS UNFAIRLY TREATED. 

„As a matter of fact, let railroad men say 
what they please, St. Louis has been sacri- 
ficed in the matter of freight rates toa few 
Texas lndustries, and especially to the de- 
mand of the Galyeston merchants. We of 
Northern Texas would care Üttle for this were 
It not for the fact that we are even greater 
sufferers, as the idea of the railroads 
seems to have been not to enable 
tbe general country merchants to get their 
goods atascheap a rate as possible, but to 
build up one or two industries in Texas and to 
enable Galveston todo as large a business as 
possible. The reasons for this course are ev 
ident to anyone who is familiar with the situ- 
ation. The railroads are largely interested in 
flour mills and have a great deal of land that 
would be tolerably good for wheat under 
favorable conditions for sale and of course 
they want Galveston to be a general distribu- 
ting point, as that would give them 
not only the long haul but also 
the haal from Galveston to the points 
where goods are required. To secure both of 
these objects it has been necessary to dis- 
criminate against both St. Louis and New Or- 
leans, especially against the former city, and 
there seemed no way to prevent it. 

TEXAS FLOUR MILLS AND RAILROADS. 

„„Take for instance the manner in which 
freight rates have been handied to enable the 


Texas miller to continue in business. Years 
ago there was an exceptionally large wheat 
crop in Texas, and a very small one in Kansas, 
Nebraska and Missouri. Stockholders in the 
Texas roads thought that this con- 
dition of affairs was permanent, dand 
erected a pumder of flour wills in 
the northern part of the State. A large quan- 
tity of land was sold by the railroads in the 
neighborhood of the mille for wheat raising, 
on which only a small payment was made. 
Ever since that time the Texas wheat bas not 
been sufficient in amount to run the mille. and 
even ifit were St. Louis and Kansas flour 
would have been placed on the market at a 
cheaper rate than the Texas output. To stop 
the mils meant a heavy joss to the railroads 
und the land sold for wheat growing would 
have been thrown back on their hands. 
To prevent this a. iow tariff was 
placed upon wheat, and a high tariff upon 
flour, thus enabling the Texas mille ts to draw 
their supplies from Kansas, and raising the 
price of Northern flour so that the product of 
the Texas mills could be sold at aprofit. Of 
course the effect of this was to raise the 
— of flourto everybody, the only gainers 

ein the Texas millers, and their profits are 
not large, as the cost of manufacture is high. 
St. Louls is the principal sufferer by this dis- 
crimination, as not only is much of her flour 
kept out, but a very considerabie amount of 
wheat that would come to this city umder 
a iair tariff is now given to Texas by the dis- 
criminating rate. Every user of flour in 
Northern Texas is also a sufferer, as he is 
obliged to pay a higher pries than would be 
the case if trade was allowed to follow it, nat- 
ural obannels. When appealed to the rail- 
roads, after making various excuses, came 
out openly and said that they were going to 
support the Texas millers. The increased 
water competition will — = this and com- 
pel the roads to give flourafairshare of the 
tra uc. 

HOW GALVESTON WAS FAVORED. 

‘*A still more marked case of discrimination 
has been lu reference to Galveston. Many of 
the merchants of Northern Texas regard Gal- 
veston as their bitterest enemy. It is, of 
course, to our interest to have a system of 
differentials so regulated as to allow us to buy 
in St. Louis, and to have our oods 
delivered direct. This applies not on to 
Northern Texas, but to most of the Southern 
part. The Galveston men, of course, wish to 
sO arrange matters that Texas buyers will be 
obliged to make that city their headquarters, 
This can only be done by Increasing the cost 
of goods to the consumer, a8 Galveston is 
south of pretty much everything im the State, 
and adoubie heul bas to be made. However 
disadvantageous to the buyer, the railroads

A BRILLIANT CAPTURE, 


Two Servant Girls in a Big House Fright- 
ened by a Cat, 


NEw Tonk, Aug. 4.—G. Bomberg, a silk 
importer, lives in the brown stone house No. 
55 West Fifty-sixth street. Mr. Bomber went 
to Europe for his health with his family two 
weeks ago and lett the house lu care of two 
servants. They thought themselves to be 
courageous girls and the novelty of being 
alone in a big house did not frighten them. 


After a few days it begun to dawn upon them, 
however, that the house was lonely and dark, 
and that it was possibis for midnight visitors 
to give them a call. On Saturday evening 
the girls sat on the front stoop with 
some of their friends until about 
11 o’clock. Then they went into the basement 
and locked up for the night. They slowly 
went up-stairs, putting outthe lights after 
them, and when they cot to the third story 
they sat down to hold a consultation. They 
were both nervous, and a ghost story that one 
of their faiends bad told them had excited 
their imagination.
